WASHINGTON (AP) — If Jfou 
have ever wondered why poems, 
recipes, serm ons and high school 
essays are printed as p art of the 
Congressional Record, you have 
com pany in Congress. 
Rep. P aul C. Jones (D-Mo) also 
wonders. In fact, he has put out 
feelers for support of some rela­ 
tively m odest curbs on the am ount 
of non-legislative m aterial includ­ 
ed in the official record of Con­ 
gress’ domgs. 
Jones m ade a one-m inute speech 
inviting colleagues to think about 
the problem . He said he m ight 
propose rule changes later. 
Jones 
is up against tim e-hal­ 
lowed custom that unanimous con­ 
sent is always given a m em ber 
who w ants to ‘‘revise and extend 
my rem arks, and include ex tra­ 
neous m atter.*' 
True, the rules say the m aterial 
m ust have a connection writh legis­ 
lative 
business. 
But, 
as 
Jones 
noted in an interview , each m em ­ 
ber is his own judge on that. 
There is, in theory, another lim ­ 
itation. E ach insertion is limited 
to two pages, except by special 
perm ission. In practice, a m em ­ 
ber with m ore expansive ideas to 
com m it to print gets an estim ate 
at —$81 a page—from the public 
for unanim ous consent to revise 
and extend “ notwithstanding cost 
estim ated at—.” 
“ I’ve never heard anybody to 
object,” Jones said. 


His idea is sim ply to prescribe 
a quota for each m em ber, a num ­ 
ber 
of 
pages 
per 
session 
that 
would 
not ham per the 
average 
m em ber, but would require heavy 
or habitual revisers and extenders 
to be m ore selective. 
“ In one recent Congress,” Jones 
said, 
carefully 
avoiding 
nam es, 
“ Some 40 m e m b e r s 
inserted 
nothing at all. One m em ber in­ 
serted 200 item s.” 
Why do m em bers fill up the ap­ 
pendix of the Record? 
“Well, some of the new m em ­ 
bers 
apparently 
have 
been 
ad­ 
vised it’s good to have m aterial 
in th ere,” Jones said. “ Suppose, 
for exam ple, you put in editorials 
on both sides of a question. Then, 
later on, if you’re challenged, you 
could point to one of these. You 
could even get reprints and m ail 
them out.” 
Anything printed in the Record 
becom es eligible for m ailing free 
under 
a 
m em ber’s 
frank. 
The 
m em ber pays the actual cost of 
reprints i about $27 per page per 
thousand). 
But 
the

A veteran of 25 years in the

A screen of 40 hefty guards 
from the Soviet Embassy roughed 
up newsmen and prevented them 
from questioning him. 
Hospital sources said the at­ 
tache was Col. Mikhail I. Stry- 
guine, who apparently wanted to 
get political asylum in Burma. 
The embassy neither confirmed 
nor denied published reports of 
his identity. 
The slightly built, haggard look­ 
ing man was brought to the air­ 
port in a Soviet Embassy car 
minutes before a Chinese Commu­ 
nist transport plane took off for

hustled aboard with such haste 
most of his personal baggage was 
left behind* 
A weeping woman identified as 
his wife, a Soviet nurse and two 
guards accompanied him. 
Hospital sources said Strvguine 
was brought to the hospital a week 
ago suffering from an overdose of 
I sleeping pills. It was reported he 
had tried to commit suicide when 
I told he must return to the Soviet 
Union. His wife and two Soviets 
sat with him all night, the woman 
weeping almost continuously.

shouted

English against the Soviet regime 
and his associates at the embassy. 
He asked that Burmese officials,

The two Soviets then demanded 
that he return to the embassy and 
tried to remove him when he re­ 
fused. He broke away and threw

He was brought back given a 
sedative and bundled into a car 
by the Soviets, who drove off.

Sunday for Moscow, via Peiping. 
The newsmen waited at the air­ 
port all night. Three hours before 
the plane’s departure, members of 
the Soviet Embassy staff began 
to arrive. By plane time 40 of 
them w'ere on hand. They kept a 
close watch on the newsmen. 
Ten minutes before takeoff time, 
a car carrying Soviet Ambassa­ 
dor Alexi D. Shiborn and 
the 
Stryguines drew up. As Stryguine 
stepped out, a newsman called 
out: 
’’Colonel, have you anything to 
say to the press?’’ 
Before he could say a word, a 
wedge of three Soviets rushed the 
reporter and threw him several 
feet. Guards shoved and pushed 
other newsmen aside and seized 
the cam eras of two photographers.

In practice, a mem­ 
ber with more expansive ideas to 
commit to print gets an estimate 
at <—$81 a page—from the public 
for unanimous consent to revise 
and extend “ notwithstanding cost 
estimated at—.’* 
“ I’ve never heard anybody to 
object,'* Jones said. 


His idea is simply to prescribe 
a quota for each member, a num­ 
ber of pages 
per session that 
would not hamper the average 
member, but would require heavy 
or habitual revisers and extenders 
to be more selective. 
“ In one recent Congress,” Jones 
said, 
carefully 
avoiding 
names, 
“Some 40 m e m b e r s inserted 
nothing at all. One member in­ 
serted 200 items.’* 
Why do members fill up the ap­ 
pendix of the Record? 
‘•Well, some of the new mem 
bers apparently have been

vised it’s fcood to have material 
in there,’* Jones said. ‘’Suppose 
for example, you put in editorials 
on both sides of a question. Then. 
later on, if you’re challenged, you 
could point to one of these. You 
could even get reprints and mail 
them out.”

Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, the Missouri Highway Patrol 
Superintendent, said today that checking and weighing 
commercial vehicles using the state highways is an integial 
nart of the Patrol’s enforcement program. 
He explained that the operation of weight stations, of 
which there are 24 in Missouri, is of vital concern lo the 
general public, the truck owner and the driver. 


Last year Highway Patrol weight stations were in opera­ 
tion a total of 127,55i hours, on an around the clock schedule. 
The stations are under the supervision of a Highway Patrol­ 
man and are manned by three to four uniformed civil an 
weight inspectors, depending on the amount of tratfic at 
location. 
In 1058, trucks passing through the stations for checking 
numbered 2,376.551. This was an increase of 211.107 over 
the number checked the previous year. 


Last year, 12.287 arrests were made for violations of the 
state's trucking laws, a decrease of 4238 from the number of 
arrests made in 1957. A total of 23,809 w a r n i n g s were issued 
last year for infractions of rules and regulations, a drop of 
4659 from the number issued the year before. 
The Patrol Superintendent said the value of weight sta­ 
tions to the general public lies in the fact that overloaded 
commercial vehicles quickly damage roadways to the extent 
that costly repairs are necessary and road surfaces become 
unfit for safe travel. Drivers of trucks and other commercial 
vehicles are often warned by inspectors of some mechanical 
defect in their equipment and by prompt attention costly de­ 
lays enroute are avoided. This service is of real value to the 
truck owner and consignor of shipments.

That driver up ahead w-ith the tricky HOT-1 license nlate 
is showing signs of a “ healthy narcissistic ego manifesta­ 
tion,” according to psychiatrists who can’t /o rg e t the office 
while they’re on the road. 
This doesn't mean that every automobile with an off-beat 
license, such as those that represent the driver’s initials, 
birthdays or telephone number, is a rolling couch-on-wheels, 
but it does point up the fact that car plates throughout their 
57-year history in this country often have comformed to 
individual fancy. 
Bark in 1901, when New York state began issuing the 
nation's first vehicle registrations at a dollar apiece, a spec­ 
ial license plate wasn’t a luxury— it was the only thing avail­ 
able. Tags weren’t included in the registration fee, so the 
motorist made up his own from oak shingles, flattened t ;n 
cans or anything that was handy. The only requirement 
was that the plate bear the owner's initials in three - inch 
letters. 
Between that day and thi« the license plate has 
gone 
through nearly as m any changes as the automobile itself, but 
its indivuality as a sort of driver’s “coat of arm s” remains 
in many cases. 
For example, drivers from 17 states have car plates which 
proudly bear such phrases as “ Water Wonderland” (Michi­ 
gan), “ Land of Lincoln” (Illinois), and “The Empire State” 
(New York). 
One group of seven states issues plates that have reflec­ 
tive materials to make them glow- brightly in headlights. 
Some of them can be seen from as far as 2000 feet awav. Al­ 
though a highly individual mark of distinction for drivers 
from these states, the reflective license plates actually are 
designed to reduce after-dark collisions, especially with 
stalled or parked cars. 
Some highway authorities say that eventually this particu 
Jar license plate distinction will disappear as reflective m ater­ 
ial on license plates becomes standard throughout the United 
States, similar to reflective road and street signs. But indi­ 
vidual license number gimmicks will always be with us, 
these same experts hasten to add. 
States often award unlettered or special initial plates to 
favorite sons. For example. Mickey Mantle’s Oklahoma plate 
is 77-777, an extension of his Yankee uniform number. Mas­ 
sachusetts issued foriner world’s heavyweight champion 
Rocky Marciano a plate that was simply lettered KO. Mich­ 
igan granted license number NI,-28-20 to Michigan State 
football coach Biggie Munn in 1954. “The NL stands for 
never licked,” Munn says. That year Michigan State beat 
UCLA in the Rose Bowl, 28-20. 
But whether your license plate is just another number 
or an ornate affair with built-in personal advertisement, you 
can be sure you’re the only driver in the state* with orie like 
it—a very healthy manifestation of practical individuality, 
k« the head-shrlnkers might put it.

Now m ost persons realize

discoveries were m ade, into Mis­ 
souri. The bollworm can be spread 
in a num ber of ways, 
including 
w ater and w'ind, and check sta­ 
tions sim ply will not be able to 
stop the spread. 
At the present tim e the pink boll­ 
worm is not a serious th reat to 
the cotton economy of Southeast 
Missouri, according to the various 
agricultural officials who h a v e 
m ade a study of the blight. And 
there are effective m ethods of dis­ 
covering 
and 
eradicating 
t h e 
blight. For in the Texas area, the 
bollworm, while rath er w idespread 
at one tim e, has been controlled 
and kept under control.

She began play­ 
ing with it, but accidentally got 
her hand caught in the revolving 
blade and cut herself. 
So her father hired a law yer 
and sued this new spaperm an fo r 
$10,000. 
Fortunately, he was Insured to 
cover such situations, so he noti­ 
fied his insurance com pany. 
They later told him they could 
com prom ise the suit for $1,000 and 
they urged him to do so. but he 
was so incensed at this form of 
blackm ail, that he refused. He de­ 
m anded they fight the case. 
For months, however, they urged 
him to let them com proise:

But 
each penny here m eans an ad­ 
ditional $30,000.(KX; a year in costs, 
says the steel industry — and the 
industry people are sort of put­ 
ting them selves on record as say­ 
ing that they are ready to oifer 
a package of about 25 cents an 
hour m ore over three years. 
Of this quarter, it is believed,

$2.40 a week straight tim e. That 
would 
bring 
the

steel­ 
w orker’s wage to $128.40 a wi-ek 
in three years. This would be the 


highest m ass production average 
wage in world history. Good pay 
and a good victory for the union. 
The industry people are saying 
am ong them selves that the union 
is ready to settle for about 30 
cents an hour m ore — with a 
q uarter of it in cash over a three- 
year contract. This would bring 
the 
steelw orkers’ 
average 
wage 
to $3 28 an hour — or $131.20 a 
week straight time. 
With the entire industry and the 
union apparently ju st some $150,- 
000,000 apart, give a few million 
here and there, the money does 
not seem to be the obstacle. 
The industry spokesmen will be 
adam ant up to the m idnight dead­ 
line, June 30, when the contracts 
expire. But on the few pennies, 
they are expected to yild.

Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, the Missouri Highway Patrol 
Superintendent, said today that checking and weighing of 
commercial vehicles using the state highways is an integial 
nart of the Patrol’s enforcement program. 
He explained that the operation of weight stations, of 
which there are 24 in Missouri, is of vital concent Lo the 
general public, the truck owner and the driver. 
Last year H ighw ay Patrol weight stations were in opera­ 
tion a total of 127.531 hours, on an around the clock schedule. 
The stations are under the supervision of a Highway Patrol­ 
man and are manned by three to four uniformed civil an 
weight inspectors, depending on the amount of traffic at I*1" 
location. 
In 1958, trucks passing through the stations for checking 
numbered 2,375,551. This was an increase of 211,107 over 
the number checked the previous year. 
I^ist year, 12.287 arrests were made for violations of the 
state’s trucking laws, a decrease of 4238 from the number of 
arrests made in 1957. A total of 23.809 warnings were issued 
last year for infractions of rules and regulations, a drop of 
4659 from the number issued the year before. 
The Patrol Superintendent said the value of weight sta­ 
tions to the general public lies in the fact that overloaded 
commercial vehicles quickly damage roadways to the extent 
that costly repairs are necessary and road surfaces become 
unfit for safe travel. Drivers of trucks and other commercial 
vehicles are often warned by inspectors of some mechanical 
defect in their equipment and by prompt attention costly de­ 
lays enroute are avoided. This service is of real value to the 
truck owner and consignor of shipments.

That driver up ahead with the tricky HOT-1 license plate 
Is showing signs of a “healthy narcissistic ego manifesta­ 
tion,” according to psychiatrists who can’t /orget the office 
while they’re on the road. 
This doesn’t mean that every automobile with an off-beat 
license, such a s those that represent the driver’s initials, 
birthdays or telephone number, is a rolling couch-on-wheels, 
but it does point up the fact that car plates throughout their 
57-year history in this country often have comformed to 
individual fancy. 
Back in 190J, when New York state began issuing the 
nation’s first vehicle registrations at a dollar apiece, a spec­ 
ial license plate wasn’t a luxury— it was the only thing avail­ 
able. Tags weren’t included in the registration fee, so the 
motorist made up his own from oak shingles, flattened t-n 
cans or anything that was handy. The only requirement 
was that the plate hear the owner’s initials in three - inch 
letters. 
Between that day and this the license plate has 
gone 
through nearly as many changes as the automobile itself, but 
its indivualtty as a sort of driver’s “coat of arms” remains 
in many cases. 
For example, drivers from 17 states have car plates which 
proudly bear such phrases as “ Water Wonderland” (Michi­ 
gan), “Land of Lincoln” (Illinois), and “The Empire State” 
(New York). 
One group of seven states issues plates that have reflec­ 
tive materials to make them glow' brightly in headlights. 
Borne of them can be seen from as far as 2000 feet away. Al­ 
though a highly individual mark of distinction for drivers 
from these states, the reflective license plates actually are 
designed to reduce aftermark collisions, especially with 
stalled or parked cars. 
Some highway authorities say that eventually this partku 
Jar license plate distinction w ill disappear as reflective mater­ 
ial on license plates becomes standard throughout the United 
States, similar to reflective road and street signs. But indi­ 
vidual license number gimmicks will always be with tis, 
the.*e same experts hasten to add. 
States often award unlettered or special initial plates to 
favorite sons. For example, Mickey Mantle’s Oklahoma plate 
is 77-777, an extension of his Yankee uniform number. Mas­ 
sachusetts issued former world’s heavyweight champion 
Rocky Marciano a plate that was simply lettered KO. Mich­ 
igan granted license number NL-28-20 to Michigan State 
football coach Riggie Munn In 1954. “The NL stands for 
never licked,” Munn says. That year Michigan State bea* 
UCLA in the Rose Bowl, 28-20. 
But whether your license plate is just another number 
or an ornate affair with built-in personal advertisement, vou 
can be sure you’re the only driver in the state with one like 
it—a very healthy manifestation of practical individuality, 
aa the head-«hrflikers might put it.

H M E FOR BOLLWORM FACTS 
lf the rest of Southeast Missouri 
is as confused about all the talk 
about the danger of the pink boll­ 
worm as we are, then there m ust 
be plenty of m isunderstanding a* 
bout 
the danger of this 
cotton 
blight and what will be done to 
keep it from becoming a serious 
m enace 
to 
the farm ers 
of the 
Bootheel. 
Four years ago was the first 
tim e m ost of the M issouri Delta 
had heard about 
the 
pink 
boll­ 
worm. At that tim e, it was several 
hundred miles away, and while it 
was considered a threat to this ar­ 
ea, the vast distance between the 
Texas valley and Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri made it sem rather rem ote. 
That was four yars ago. 
At that time check stations were 
inaugurated at three points along 
the M jssouri-Arkansas border by 
the Missouri D eparter^ of Agri­ 
culture 
The check stations were 
designed to prevent tine innocent 
transportation of the bollworm into 
Missouri cotton fields. It was an 
educational 
program , 
too, 
since 
the presence of the check stations 
served as a rem inder to Southeast 
M issourians 
that they should nut 
be guilty ol bringing the blight tnto 
this arca from other cotton areas 
by ninocentiy carrying sam ples of 


cotton from other areas into the 
Bootheel. 
According to records m aintained 
by the state D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture, the check stations did an 
effective job. At first the num ber 
of check station recoveries w a s 
quite large, as persons within this 
area brought possible blight-filled 
sam ples from the diseased areas. 
Then the educational program be­ 
cam e m ore effective, the num ber 
of 
rcoveries 
dropoed, 
and 
per­ 
sons becam e m ore aw are of the 
danger of the bollworm. 
But despite the effectiveness of 
the stations, the bollworm is now 
in N ortheast Arkansas. 
It h a s 
been discovered in Clay County, 
A rkansas, and in Mississippi Coun­ 
ty, A rkansas. Not in large num ­ 
bers. 
but 
the discovery of t h e 
blight m eans that it has spread 
from the Texas arca up to A rk­ 
ansas. 


Now most persons realize th at 
the check stations will no longer 
prevent the spread of the bollworm 
over 
the 
10-mile 
area between 
N ortheast A rkansas, 
where 
the 
discoveries w ere m ade, into Mis­ 
souri. The bollworm can be spread 
in a num ber of way*, including 
w ater and wind, and check sta­ 
tions simoly will not be able to 
stop the spread. 
At the present tim e the pink boll­ 
worm is not a serious threat to 
the cotton economy of Southeast 
M issouri, according to the various 
agricultural officials who h a v e 
m ade a study of the blight. And 
there are effective m ethods of dis­ 
covering 
and 
eradicating 
t h e 
blight. For in the Texas area, the 
bollworm, while rath e r widespread 
at one tim e, has been controlled 
and kept under control.

A few days later he was sued 
for $10,000 by one of his supposed­ 
ly friendly neighbors. 
The 
latter’s 
little 
girl,

about 4, had sauntered upon this 
new spaperm an’s lawn. She tried 
the door of his garage and found 
it unlocked, so she entered. 
He happened to have one of the 
old-fashioned types of lawn mow­ 
er in the corner. She began play­ 
ing with it, but accidentally got 
her hand caught in the revolving 
blade and cut herself. 
So her father hired a lawyer 
and sued this new spaperm an for 
$10,000. 
Fortunately, he was insured to 
cover such situations, so he noti­ 
fied his insurance com pany. 
They later told him they could 
com prom ise the suit for $1,000 and 
they urged him to do so. but he 
was so incensed at this form of 
blackm ail, that he refused. He de­ 
m anded they fight the case. 
For months, however, they urged 
him to let them com proise: 


“ It will cost us probably $5,000 
to defend you. while we can settle 
out of court for $1,000, so It ii 
cheaper for us to pay off.’* 


At their persistent urging, he 
finally agreed. But I mention such 
far-fetched types of lawsuits to 
show the “ gim m e” tendency that 
is sweeping America. The Golden 
Rule is the only sure antidote.

NEW YORK—Early last T hurs­ 
day m orning M rs. Trum an packed 
about a w eek’s clothing for ex-

H arry T rum an was being con­ 
sistent. Som e seven years ago he 
had put in a sim ilar call to the 
president 
of

Steel 
W orkers of America. There was 
bitter crisis in the air. “ H arry ,” 
president of 
the 
U.S., 
told 
his 
good friend. “ Phil” M urray, not 
to worry. 
The 
governm ent, 
the 
White 
House 
and the P resident 
were solidly behind the union. 
They 
sure 
were. 
Mr. 
T ruan 
seized the steel mills. But last 
Thursday all Mr. Trum an could 
offer was 
his friendship as the 
Steel Union wage policy com m ittee 
was preparing its dem ands 
To­ 
day with the White House official­ 
ly neutral, 
the 
big Steel 
Union 
and the spraw ling steel industry 
face an unrefereed finish fight. 
But in the highest governm ent 
industry and labor quarters there 
is a grow mg feeling that there 
will not be a strike. 
Deep in the sanctum s where de­ 
cision* are m ade, there is a feel­ 
ing that the sides are not too far 
apart and that the union does not 
want a stoppage — really, sin­ 
cerely. 
All strike crisis settlem ents are 
actually a m atter of pennies. But 
each penny here m eans an ad ­ 
ditional $3O,OO0,Q0u a year in costs, 
says the steel industry — and the 
industry people are sort of put­ 
ting them selves on record as say­ 
ing that they are ready to oifer 
a package of about 25 cents an 
hour m ore over three years. 
Of this q u arter, it is believed, 
about six 
cents an hour would 
be in cash each year—o r about 
$2 40 a week straight tune. T hat 
would 
bring 
the 
average 
steel* 
w orker’s w age to $128.40 a week 
in three y ears. This would be the 


highest m ass production average 
wage in world history. Good pay 
and a good victory for the union. 
The industry people are saying 
am ong them selves that the union 
is ready to settle for about 30 
cents an hour m ore — with a 
quarter of it in cash over a three- 
y ear contract. This would bring 
the 
steelw orkers’ 
average 
wage 
to $3 28 an hour — or $131.20 a 
week straight tim e. 
With the entire industry and the 
union apparently just some $150,- 
000.000 apart, give a few million 
here and there, the money does 
not seem to be the obstacle. 
The industry spokesm en will be 
adam ant up to the midnight dead­ 
line, June SO, w hen the conli acts 
expire. But on the few pennies, 
they are expected to yild. 
However, 
they are 
ready 
to 
fight for changs in the contract. 
They want the union to give up 
some of its cost-of-living increase 
rights. 
This 
clause 
mean* 
that 
when the eost-of-living index goes 
up a point, w ages go up a penny. 
The union wili fight this, you can 
bet. 
But on this issue the industry 
will not stand so pat that a strike 
would spurt from the deadlock. 
There 
also 
is 
som ething called 
“ Section 2-B” in the steel agree­ 
m ent of 1956. It says that “prac­ 
tices that have been in effect will 
rem ain in effect for the life of 
the contract.” 
In 
past 
argum ents 
over

section, the com panies have lost

arb itrato rs’ 
decisions that the clause prevents 
the 
cutting 
of departm ental 
or 
operational crew* — the size of 
the working staffs. 
The com pa­

really should refer only to wages, 
hours and working conditions. 
The industry position is that this
